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INVALUABLE TALMUDIC MANUSCRIPT 
FOUND; WAS SAVED FROM NAZI HANDS 


NEW YORK (NJP)—The al- 
most miraculous story of how 
the most important addition to 
Jalmudie learning of modern 
times was snatched from the 
jaws of the Nazi machine to be 
saved for posterity was being 
told in scholarly cireles here this 
week. 

As a result of the find, which 
was uncovered only last month, 
Yeshiva University has set up a 
Talmudic Research Institute to 
publish the invaluable work. 

{t has been in the United States 
for almost ten years, where it 
was shipped by Rabbi Saffran- 
Fuchs, who later was liquidated 
with his entire family by the 
Nazis. 

The manuscript is the 7000- 
page “Commentaries” of the 
Goan of Rogashov. 

Rabbi Menahem Kasher, 
prominent editor of Biblical text 
and author of works on Hebrew 
subjects, has been appointed head 
of the Talmudic Institute. The 
project is being made possible 
by the Conference on Jewish 
Material Claims Against Germ- 
any. 

Joseph Rosen, rabbi of Dvinsk, 
in Latvia, (1858-1936) and called 
the Gaon or genius of Rogashov, 
after the city of his birth, was 
one of the most unique and bril- 
liant figures in the history of 
Rabbinics. The late Hebrew poet. 
Chaim Nachman Bialik, char- 
acterized him in this way: “From 
one Rogashover Gaon, we could 
make two Einsteins.” 

POSSESSED of an_ encyclo- 
pedic mind, the Rogashov could 
literally reel off volumes from 
memory, as scholars who knew 
him have testified. It was said 
that he was his own library. 
Added to this remarkable 
quality, was the perception of 
an original and creative intellig- 
ence. 

He died in 1936 at the age of 
78, after having served the city 
of Dvinsk for forty-seven years. 
He left behind him a monumental 
four volume analysis of the 
works of Maimonides entitled 
"Tsofnath Pa-aneach,” The Ex- 
planation of the Hidden, and a 
large body of reponsa, which are 
replies to questions on Jewish 
law. His greatest achievement.

Fuchs, succesor to the Gaon in 
the Dvinsk rabbinate, found the 
document among the unpublish- 
ed papers of his predecessor. It 
was in the form of marginal an- 
notations on the texts of the 
Babylonian Talmud, the Jerusa- 
lem Talmud, plus notes on a vast 
body of Jewish law, In all, the 
work consisted of 7,000 pages. 

FACED BY the mounting Nazi 
terror, Rabbi Saffran- Fuchs en- 
gaged in a desperate race against 
time to preserve the manu- 
script. Photographing it page by 
page, he mailed it out piece- 
wise in small packages to his 
cousin, H Saffran, in the United 
States. He managed to complete 
the job before the Nazi fires 
reached their full fury. In the 
holocaust that followed, Rabbi 
Saffran-Fuchs and his family, the 
descendents of the Gaon, and 
the inhabitants of Dvinsk all 
perished. 

For twelve years the existence 
of the manuscript was unknown 
here. When it came to the at- 
tention of Dr. Kasher, he 
brought it to Dr. Samuel Belkin, 
president of Yeshiva University, 


and the project for its publi- 
cation, the Torah Research Insti- 
tute, was formed, 


ONE OF THE chief obstacles 
in. transcribing the Commen- 
taries is the technically primitive 
quality of the negatives. Dr. Kas- 
her will be aided in his work by 
a staff of scholars who have a 
first hand acquaintance with the 
writings of the Gaon and are 
familiar with his script. When 
the task is completed, it is esti- 
mated that tremendous new 
vistas will be opened in the field 
of Talmudic learning. 

Describing the survival of the 
“Commentaries” with a quota- 
tion from Zechariah, Dr. Kas- 
her said they are as a “brand 
plucked out of the fire’ He 
added: “One might say that it 
is a happy irony that, having 
escaped the flames, they will do 
much to illuminate our present 
knowledge. The rescue of this 
inavluable document from the 
black forces of destruction has 
preserved a precious gift which 
will inform the world with wis- 
dom’s light ang clarity.”

EGYPTIAN 
JOURNALIST 
TOURS ISRAEL 


JERUSALEM (NJP) — The

The account of Ibraham Izzazt 
appeareg in the Egyptian mag- 
azine Ros el Youssef, and quoted 
Ben-Gurion as willing to meet 
Nasser anywhere, even in Cairo 
to talk over peace possibilities. 

Reached by newspapermen in 
Israel, Ben Gurion verified the 
whole incident, and repeated his 
willingness to go to Cairo to 
talk to Nasser. 

The U, S. Embassy in Wash- 
ington and the British Embassy 
in London both expresed Satis- 
faction over the development. 

THE ARRANGEMENTS for 
the trip, which was Izzat’s idea, 
were made through the Israel 
Embassy in London. 

A full report of Izzat’s impres- 
sions of Israel, many of them 
amazingly favorable, passed by 
the Egyptian censor for pub- 
lication in the widely read maga- 
zine for which he works.

the situation to possibly three 
causes: 


ONE WAS a probe of bias 
against Jewish applicants made 
in the state in 1952, which in- 
fluenced many schools to liberal- 
ize their heretofore restrictive 
policies. This is reflected in the 
1952 and succeeding classes. 

The second reason ascribed 
by Braverman was the increas- 
ing attractiveness of science and 
engineering as careers in view 
of the atomic age. As a result 
the number of applicants of all 
kinds to medical schools has de- 
clined. 

@Finally, the most, probable 
is that the classes ready for med 
school from 1950 to 1955 were 
born in the depression years of 


1930-35, when the birth rate was 
low. As a result the number of 
students of all religious faiths 
applying for entrance at medical 
schools was limited. 

IN 1950, the New York State 
Department of Education, re- 
sponding to a mounting public 
demand for quota-less medical 
schools, conducted a quiet in- 
vestigation, the results of which 
have never been - officially pub- 
lished. 

The ADL Bulletin’s report 
cited some specific instances of 
discrimination within the past 
decade, which were disclosed by 
the 1950 investigation. 

One unofficial fact that the in- 
vestigation, known as the Bie- 
nenstok study, disclosed dealt 


with 64-pre-med graduates of 
Cornell university, all members

of the same class and applicants 
for admision to Cornell’s grad- 
uate medical school. 

TWENTY-NINE’ were Jews 
and 35, non-Jews. Although the 
scholastic grades of the Jewish 
candidates averaged 10 per cent 
higher than their non-Jewish 
classmates, of the 20 students 
admitted from this group, only 
five were Jews. 

Two years later, the state’s 
Board of Regents ordered its own 
study, retaining Dr. Howard 
Wilson of Carnegie Endowment 
as director. The Wilson report 
released three years ago, In gen 
eral substantiated the conviction 
that Jewish students had much 
greater difficulty getting by the 
registrars of medical schools 
than did non-Jewish students 
with equal, even inferior, scho- 
lastic records, 


THE WILSON STUDY investi- 
gated practices in the 1950 and 
1952 school terms. It found, in- 
terestingly enough, that race or 
color had little or nothing to do 
with admissions to New York 
medical schools; but not so with 
religion. 

The research in both years 
showed a higher proportion of 
Protestant acceptances than 
Catholic, and a higher propoor- 
tion of Christian students ad- 
mitteq than Jewish. 

The disproportion of Jews was 
meaningful when viewed against 
the background of scholastic 
achievement by religious group- 
ings. For both years, Jewish 
applicants had the highest aver- 
age score in scholarship attain- 
ment, followed by Protestant 
candidates second, and Catholics, 
third.

To Achieve World Amity

CLEVELAND, O. (NJP)— 
Judging from his appearance, 
you’d expect Isaac Evans to be 
a poet, a writer or maybe a mu- 
sician, but not an industrialist. 

Judging from his wealth, you'd 
expect him to be anything but 
a farmer. 

Judging from his humble be- 
ginnings, you could hardly be ex- 
pected to believe that he was 
often called a ‘One-Man United 
Nations.” 

Yet Isaac Evans, the son of a 
poor Russian immigrant, _be- 
came famous in ali three of these 
unrelated fields of endeavor— 
business, farming and _ interna- 
tional relations. 

AND IN ALL three tasks, he 
was guideg by one rule, “Do 
unto others as you would have 
others do unto you.” He didn’t 
just have the Golden Rule post- 
ed on a Sign in his office. He 
lived by it. 

In business, for example, he 
evolved unique and progressive 
labor-management policies, as- 
suring his employees work even 
during depression days when 
he sent them to his farm when 
part of his shop was forced to 
close. 

As a farmer he raised most'’y 
cattle. He would handle a calf 
as gently ag he would any of 
his 16 grandchildren, 

AS AN international ambassa- 
dor he personally sent more than 
$1 million worth of “brotherhood 
bulls” to six different countries 


to aid them in their rehabilita- 
tion programs after World War 
II. 

He believed that he could help 
cement goodwill with other na- 
tions by sending them pedigreed 
bulls. On four farms in north- 
eastern Ohio he produced prize 
Holstein and Brown S.viss dairy 
cattle. As a gesture of interna- 
tional accord he shipped these 
cattle to Colombia, Mexico, Italy, 
Turkey, Cuba, the Philippine Is- 
lands, Guatemala and Ifsrael. 

To aid the Jewish State furth- 
er, he paid for the planting of 
five forests there, each named 
for one of the United Nations, 
to commemorate the World War 
II victory. 


EVANS WAS active in Jewish 
affairs in Cleveland as a mem- 
ber of Rabbi Silver’s temple and 
a founder of the local Zionist so- 
ciety. He also was actively in- 
terested in the Leo Levi Memo- 
rial Hospital, Hot Springs, Ark. 

Why Evans was a one-man 
ambassador can best be explained 
in his own words: “I hope to 
demonstrate that we may be- 
come one people in one wairld 
in practice as well as in spirit.” 

Did his theory work? 

On one occasion he was hon- 
ored by the emmisaries of Is- 
rael, Latin America, Turkey, 
the United States and the United 
Nations. 

HIS PHILOSOPHY that good- 
will and generosity always de- 
feat a much greater volurne of 


hatred, fear and evil has won 
untold numbers of friends for the 
American way of life, 

Of course Evans oweg 2 great 
deal to America. AS a youth of 
six he came here with his fam- 
ily from a farm near Minsk in 
Russia. He quit school to go to 
work and kater started his own 
business with a borrowed $750 
in an abandoned blacksmith 
shop. When he died recently at 
the age of 72, he was president 
of his own chemical manufac- 
turing firm. 

But America owes a great deal 
to him. In fact his benevolence 
was so well known that a Cleve- 
land newspaper named him an 
“Alias Santa Claus” in a series 
of tributes paid to outstanding 
citizens during the Christmas 
season of 1945.

HAIFA—A new Israe] railroad 
schedule just issued shows run- 
ning times comparable to U. S. 


speeds and, in addition, some- 


thing new for Israel—express 
trains. 

According to the new time- 
tables, which went into effect 
last week, two Haifa-Tel Aviv 
express trains each day will 
cover the distance in 80 and 89 


‘minutes respectively. Fhere also 


will be eight other trains per 
day. 

Other faster runs are on the 
Haifa - Jerusalem route, where 
time has been cut from 4 hours 


21 minutes to 3 hours 37 min- 
utes. 

The number of trains to Jeru- 
salem was, at the same time. 

Also, two trains 
per day to Beersheba were put 
on the timetable. 

One other innovation shown by 
the timetable is automatic pas- 
senger insurance. The insurance 
provides up to 5,000 Israel 
pounds for injuries and up to 
30,000 pounds for death, and 
includes all risks, including riots 
and war, on trains and in sta- 
tions.

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New Book Shows How Jew of Today Can Be Fine Citizen and Fine Jew 


By MEYER LEVIN 
JUSTICE AND JUDAISM by 
Albert Vorspan and Eugene J. 
Lipman. Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations. New 

York. 

This is-a guide for the social 
action committees of Reform 
synagogues, but it could easily 
be accepted as a guide to Reform 
Judaism. For the members of 
the Council for 
Judaism who 
contend that 
Judaism is‘‘on- 
ly” a religion, 
this should be 
a “must” read- 
ing, since it 
ae would teach 
LEVIN them that their 
“only” is in actuality the every- 
thing of life. 

Judaism was always a way 
of life, and the effort of this 
book is to show the particular 
tasks and adaptations of Juda- 
ism in the current scene, and 





for the existing Jewish commu- 
nity. 

Thus the authors in a highly 
lucid and most readable book, 
after a brief review of the tra- 
dition of social action as part 
of the synagogue, take up the 
practice of Judaism as it relates 
concretely to typical problems 
that confront us, -

FOR EXAMPLE, housing. In 
almost every urban community, 
Jewish neighborhoods become 
fringe neighborhoods and are 
confronted with the influx of 
Negroes. Vorspan and Lipman 
tell in some detail of the excit- 
ing and direct attack made 
upon this problem by Rabbi 
Weinstein of the K.A.M. temple 
in Chicago. They pick it up at 
an understandable moment of 
crisis. Should a new communi- 
ty house be built, just when 
Negroes are moving into the 
neighborhood? 


The social action committee 
becomes just that. Instead of 
remaining passive, it  under- 
takes a social action, New Ne- 
gro neighbors are contacted. 
Understanding is built. Decay 
of the neighborhood is halted, 

OF COURSE, it is a complex 
story. The neighborhood may 
change, but without the worst 
conflict and hatred. To have 
struggled with the problem in- 
stead of fleeing from it—that 
is part of Judaism. 

They cite another dramatic 
example, this time in St. Lou- 
is. As Negroes began to move 
onto the streets and “for sale” 
signs went up, a real Jew named 
Sam Varcus put up a sign in 
front of his mansion, “This 
house is not for sale. We like 
our fine neighbors, Your race, 
religion and politics are not our 
concern. All who take pride in 
their homes are welcome on 
this street.” 

As they treat housing, so they 


treat education, marriage ‘&’nd 
the family, crime, civic reform, 
civil rights, civil liberties, reli- 
gious liberty, interreligious ae. 
tivities, economic affairs, im- 
migration, peace ang _ interna- 
tional relations, 


THEIR DISCUSSION is al- 
ways forthright. Under their 
discussion of crime, for exam- 


ple, they show how the primi- 
tive concept of “an eye for an 


eye” evolved through rabbinic 
interpretation to the _ point 
where the Mishnah Makkot 


stated that a court would be 
“murderous” if it imposed the 
death penalty as often as once 
in #€ven years; according to 
Rabbi Eleazer ben  Azariah, 
once in 70 years. Rabbi Tar- 
phon and Rabbi Akiba opposed 
the death penalty altogether 
1900 years ago.” 

This kind of example will 
clarify, for many Jews, how a 
stang against capital punish- 


ment can be consistent with the 
development of Mosaic law. 
Those who wonder whether 
Jews as Jews should ‘keep out 
of things” will find heartening 
examples of welcome Jewish 
participation in cleaning up po- 
litically corrupt communities, 
in desegregation movements. in 


civil rights struggles, 
BUT ASIDE from outlining 
the true liberal approach to 


such problems, the authors are 
concise in their definition of 
Jewish action in such complex 
areas as interfaith movements. 
They explain just why the 
Slightest encroachment of re- 
ligion in the schools may lead 
to sectarianism in our educa- 
tioal system. They are clear 
and realistic even on such ques- 
tions as Christmas celebrations 
in the classroom. 

This is a necessary handbook 
for anyone active in the syna- 
gogue—as to others, a reading 
might activate them.

MONTGOMERY, ALA., COLUMNIST HITS HATE-MONGERS 





Attempt To Stir Anti-Semitism In South Hit 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. (NJP) 
—This city, which has been torn 
by the strike of Negro bus riders 
against the segregation in the city 
transportation vehicles, was 
warneg recently that the intru- 
sion of anti-Semitism into the 
picture would only lead to “ha- 
treq of Catholics, Mormons, Ad- 
ventists, hatred of any denomina- 
tion that someone decides to re- 
sent.” 

The warning was contained in 
a frank, hard-hitting column by 
Joe Azbell, in The Montgomery 
Advertiser. 

AZBELL, whose 
headed “City Limits,” opened 
with the announcement that 
“Thousands of Montgomerians 
have received literature in the 
mails attacking persons of the 
Jewish faith, 

“There is only one purpose in 
this literature,’ he continued, ‘‘to 
cause more trouble for our com- 
munity, to cause strife in our 
city, to arouse a hatred toward

Jewish people and to build up 
resentment in Montgomery to- 
ward people who believe in a re- 
ligion that is different from their 
own. 

“The vast majority of thinking 
people won’t believe this bunk 
that the Jews are a part of a 
conspiracy to capture control of 
the world. They will laugh at it, 
and toss the propaganda sheets 
in the trash cans... But it is 
the small minority that may be 
sucker enough to fall for the 
dribble that is of concern.” 

CONTINUING, Azbell declared 
that through the years the Jew- 
ish people have been an integral 
part of the community’s life. 

“IN NO OTHER CITY in this 
country,” he says “could there 
be a finer group of Jewish citi- 
zens. 

“THEY CONTRIBUTE to all 
of our charities; they head our 
civic drives; they help the poor 
and the sick; they never ask 
the religion of those they help. 


They have helped make Mont- 


gomery the progressive, civic- 
minded community it has 
become. 

“BUT NO GROUP is alto- 


gether perfect, and there may 
be one or two people of the Jew- 
ish faith who do not measure 
up to all of the standards of 
others. But that would be true in 
a Baptist church or a Methodist 
church or in a business organi- 
zation. 

“The vast majority are good, 
home-loving people who want to 
live in peace without hate or 
resentment,” 

A Jew baiter, says Azbell, 
should be looked on as a thief 
of freedom, particularly im the 
middle of the crisis in which 
Montgomery finds itself. 

“We should turn on these hate 
merchants with all of our force 
and stamp out any progress they 
have made, before it grows,” he 
declared. 
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DR. JUDAH EISENSTEIN, 101,

NEW YORK (NJP)—Dr. Ju- 
dah Eisenstein, 101 years old, He- 
brew and Yiddish scholar, writer 
editor and publisher, died Thurs- 
day, May 17, in his home here. 

Dr. Eisenstein, who is credited 
in 1891, with publishing the first 
Hebrew ang Yiddish translations 
of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and the Constitution of the 
United States, compiled, wrote 
and edited some 70 volumes. He 
was editor and publisher of “Ot- 
zar Yisrael,” a Hebrew encyclo- 
pedia in ten volumes circulated 
throughout the world, 

In 1952, the Jewish Theologi- 
eal Seminary conferred upon 
tim an honorary doctor of letters 
degree. A_ friend of Solomon 
Schecter, Bernard Revel, Chaim 
Weizmann, and Justice Louis D. 
Brandeis, Dr. Eisenstein traveled 
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extensively in Europe, Asia, and 
Africa, and made five trips to 
Palestine. 

Among his survivors is his 
grandson, Rabbi Ira Eisenstein of 
Anshe Emet synagogue of Chi- 
cago.

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Israel Returns To Normal 


After Danny Kaye Leaves 








By CARL ALPERT. 
HAIFA — Danny Kaye has left Israel, and the country is 
slowly beginning to return to normal. During the four-day visit 
of the American entertainer, Israel literally stood on its head, and 
gave vent te a mass hysteria and an exhibitionism which was al- 
most terrifying. For the first time, I was genuinely ashamed of 
the Israelis and their actions. 
> Danny Kaye was not to blame. He came 
here under the auspices of the United Nations 
Children’s Fund (UNICEF), and he lent himself 
to whatever program was laid out for him. It 
has been common knowledge that for some 
strange reason Danny has been considered top 
entertainer here. His pictures have longer and 
more profitable runs than almost any other 
screen star, and his zany behavior has somehow 
appealed to the spirit of the Israeli, both young 
and old. 

However, no one could ever have expected 
the reaction to Danny Kaye’s personal appearance. To say that 
his every public step was mobbed is an understatement. Young 
and old alike descended almost to jungle tactics to get close enough 
to see him, to touch him. To hear his voice was considered the 
acme of success. And this in a country which in recent years 
has seen a long procession of truly great men in every field of 
entertainment, science, politics and public life, generally. 


15,000 Kids See Kaye In Haifa 

Kaye’s shows in Tel Aviv and Jerusalem were repetitions of 
what occurred in Haifa, varying only in scale and detaill. Here 
15,000 children gathered in one of the public parks to see the 
“great man.” Parents could not be restrained, and they swarmed 
in, too. Paralytic polio patients who had been placed in the front 
rows, were ruthlessly brushed aside in the mad rush when the 
actor came upon the scene, and the entire human mass began 
pushing, pressing, crushing forward, despite the agonized cries 
of children as they fell and were trampled underfoot. Stretcher 
crews rushed to the scene, and injured children were earried off 
to the hospital. The crowd never let up in its madness, and the

program was abandoned, while the actor was whisked out the 
back way. 
Policemen, who were supposed to help maintain order. 


abandoned their posts and elbowed they way into the crowds to 
get better views of the star. City and other officials unashamedly 
surrounded Kaye, gazing upon him with ardent devotion, but ef- 
fectively hiding him from sight of the semi-crazed audience. 

In those places where enough quiet was restored to enable 
the program to continue, it was soon revealed that Danny Kaye 
had little to offer. He was Borscht Vircuit at its commonest 
variety. Yet the crowd was always in an uncritical mood, and the 
slightest provocation was enough to send them into gales of 
laughter. After they had returned home, and some of the mass 
hysteria had been dispelled, people wondered why they had laughed 
so much, merely because a comedian had occasionally said ‘“Got- 
tenyoo,” or had used other Yiddish expressions, some of them in 
very cheap fashion. 


Kaye Leaves National Hangover 
The awakening after Danny Kaye’s departure has been pain- 


ful. There is a great national hangover, and a new mass feeling 


of shame and contrition. People ask themselves how it has been 
possible for a nation as cultured as Israel, and with such high 
intellectual standards, to behave the way they did. It has been 
no consolation to remind each other, as many are now doing, 
that the reception to Danny Kaye was the maddest and the wild- 
est accorded any visitor from abroad since the visit here 
Arturo Toscanini some 20 years ago, when the maestro came to 
conduct the Philharmonic Orchestra. Neither Weizmann, or Ben- 
Gurion ever got the kind of reception which Danny Kaye get. 

And in the cold hard light of the morning after, Israelis are 
beginning to examine the stale jokes, and to study with concern 
the superficial views of the visiting actor. His protestations of 
love for Zion and for the Jewish people sounded hollow in view 
of contradicting stories which people here just refused to believe 
in the first burst of their enthusiasm. One of his last audiences, 
a sophisticated Tel Aviv gathering, somehow refused to be warmed 
up, and if Kaye had remained for another week, a great wave of 
popular revulsion would undoubtedly have set in. 

At any rate, the Danny Kaye episode has caused much soul- 
searching, and is being looked upon as a sort of spiritual catharsis. 
A lot of nonsense and cheap hero worship has been swept out of 
our system, and Israelis, traditionally cynical, axe now prepared 
to look upon all comers with a skeptica] and jaundiced eye. Back 
to normalcy.

The POST carried a story not 
long ago, something to the ef- 
fect that as the population of 
neighborhoods changed, and as 
the members of the Jewish 
group moved into a section, the 
non-Jews moved out, with the 
accompanying result that the 
neighborhood deteriorated, 

This may have been true for 
another time and especially for 
crowded cities, but it doesn’t 
sound exactly accurate in de- 
scribing the exodus going on to- 
day, at least in this middle- 
Western town. 

It is my impression that in 
today’s move to the suburbs, far 
from dogging the footsteps of 
the non-Jew, our group is, if 
not leading the way, at least 
part of the same wave. 

WE HAVE a tendency to critic- 
ize ourselves about this proc- 
livity among our people for 
wanting only the best, the finest 
homes in the nicest neighbor- 
hoods, nothing but the best—it 
has to be a mink if its fur, a 
Cadillac if its on wheels, a cash- 
mere if its a sweater. But let’s 
try to be charitable and reason 
why. 

Our people came ever eager 
to become part of their new 
land, eager te learn the new 
ways, intelligent, ambitious to 
improve their living conditions. 
Always before they had _ been 
restricted. Seldom welcome any- 
where, they must live only in 
such and such areas, only enter 
such and such lines of business 
and once a bit of a living was 
accumulated, it was as likely as 
not to be snatched from them by 
a stirred-up and drunken peas- 
antry on a binge. Lucky they 
were to escape with their lives. 

HERE, THEY all at once found 
themselves almost completely 
free to live where they pleased, 
and, yes, free also to earn the 
money for the home they de- 
sired. Bright, industrious and 
quick to learn, who wouldn’t 
seize the opportunity? 


And clannish, too: If they 





saw a cousin or a friend, surely, 
they reasoned, no better than 
themselves, acquire a lovely new 
home, why not they themselves? 
And as they piled their children 
into the car for a ride on a Sun- 
day ang passed the beau- 
tiful, even fancy homes in the 
better sections, who could blame 
them for setting their sights in 
that direction? That seemed to 
them to be one of the goals in 
the new land. See how they 
learned so quickly to adjust in 
the many other ways? 

The ideal for women was a 
slim figure and simple casual 
clothes. Grandmas quickly shed 
their portly ways and _ soon 
joined the rest of the smartly 
dressed ladies. The ideal for 
leisure hours was golf and 
bowling and bridge. Soon enough 
they were in step. Community 
service? Support for such cul- 
tural activities as the Symphony? 
Right in there pitching. 

HAVE I MADE my point? 
There is one other observation 
I especially want to make. I be- 
lieve it is a healthier situation 
today, better for our morale and 
self-respect, with the trend to 
contemporary, ranch-type build- 
ing. When the Jewish group did 
move into the shucked off, stately 
homes left by those on the move, 
they might indeed have felt like 
interlopers, gauche newly rich, 
out of place in an environment 
steeped in traditions of which 
they had no part. All the dig- 
nity and pomp and even an- 
cestor worship that might be 
part of such homes, the formal 
rooms suitable for formal enter- 
taining, the traditional furniture 
and antiques and inherited sil- 
ver and china, all this could 
make a body feel uncomfortable 
for sure. ‘ 

But the new homes, even the 
more elaborate contemporary 
styles, are clearly geared for 
simple, casual living with mod- 
ern, casual interiors. And in 
this environment one _ fellow 
American has no more priority 
than the next. 





FRIENDS OF ISRAEL 
WITHDRAWS FROM FIELD 


NEW YORK (NJP)—The activities of the American Friends of 
Israel “are not now being enlarged,” The POST was told this week. 
The news followed an inquiry by The POST about Sidney 
Lubarr, who was named professional head of the Friends several 
months ago. Lubarr recently took a position with the Israel Bond 


organization. 

Formation of the American 
Friends, the first new pro-Israel 
organization to be launched in 
years, was announced in Febru- 
ary (NJP, Feb. 17, ’56). 


PLANS AT that time called 
for establishing branches in a 
dozen major cities in the United 
States, with a New York office 
to be opened in a matter of days. 

At the beginning of March, 
Superior Court Judge Henry L. 
Burman of Chicago was named 
Midwest. director (NJP, March 
2, 56) with an executive com- 
mittee of top leaders in that 
community. Also, Louis H. Boy- 
er, Los Angeles home builder, 
accepted the chairmanship there. 


BEHIND THE launching of 
the Friends was Henry Montor, 
Who has raiseg more money for 
Israel than any other living Jew, 
While president of the organiza- 
tion was Rudolph G. Sonnenborn. 

The POST learned that the 
opposition to the American 
Friends of Israel came from the 
Jewish Agency, and the Zionist 
Organization of America. Israel 
's supposed to have taken a 








hands-off policy in the matter 
on the grounds that this was an 
internal matter of the U. S. Jew- 


ish community.

If the present trend continues, 
the Jews of Detroit are heading 
toward extinction, 

The average size of the Jewish 
family in Detroit ts not sufficient 
for population replacement, ac- 
cording to a recent study of the 
adult population of greater 
Detroit by David Goldberg and 
Harry Sharp of the University 
of Michigan. 

CONSIDERING the _propor- 
tion of Jews who never marry 
and current mortality rates, the 
average Jewish couple in that 
city must have approximately 2.5 
to 2.6 children in order to replace 
itself. As matters now stand, 
however, the average number of 
children born to Jews is only 
slightly above 2, the survey 
shows. 

In addition, the present figure 
includes the families of Euro- 
pean-born Jews, who appear to 
have much larger families than 
natives, and mostly women over 
40, who are not apt to have any 
more children. 


Jews to other groups, the study 
finds that the Jews are having 
less children than couples in any 
other religious group. 


THE REASON is not non-mar- 
riage, the study finds. 

Less than one out of every 10 
adult Jews, or non-Jews, in De- 
troit has never married. 

Comparatively more Jews than 
non-Jews lived in foreign coun- 
tries. 


ALMOST FOUR out of every 
10 Jewish migrants previously 
lived .in United States cities of 
100,000 population, compared to 
16 per cent of Catholic or white 
Protestants, 

Put differently, the data shows 
that 93 per cent of the Jews 
never lived on a farm. 

As for origin, one out of every 
three Jewish adults in Detroit is 
an immigrant; and only one- 
tenth of the family heads are 
from families that have been in 
the United States two or more 
generations, The original 


Jewish families is Russian. 

Economically, almost one half 
of the Jewish family heads are 
self-employed, although only 10 
per cent or less of the non-Jew- 
ish family men work for them- 
selves, 

THE MEDIAN annua! ingome 
of the heads of Jewish families 
was, from 1951 to 1954, $6,200 
and one-third of them earned 
$10,000. 

Completely different was home 
ownership. Only about one-half 
of the Jewish families owned 
their own homes, compared to 7 
out of 10 Catholics and white 
Protestants. 

The study shows also that seven 
out of ten Jews and 16 per cent 
of the Jewish adults go to 
their synagogues every week; 
one-fourth go at least once a 
month; and 62 per cent a few 
times a year (mostly during the 
High Holy Days). Of those who 
attend every month, one out of 
four represents persons with a 
median age over 60.

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What is the difference between 
the average ZOA member and 
the average B’nai B'rith mem- 
ber in their respective activities 
to Israel? 

For one thing, the former is 
more ready to do something po- 
litically when Israel is in danger 
or needs help: He has the ma- 
chinery for it. He also has a 
vague idea that he is pledged to 
support the General Zionist par- 
ty in Israel ang to fight the 
domination of the Histadrut. li 
he is part of the active minority 
which actually supports that pol- 
icy, then he is full of venom 
agaimst the Labor regime in Je- 
rusalem, 

He is even ready to give a 
few pennies to help the General 
Zionists in Israel win the elec- 
tion. A few pennies—that’s all: 
Before the last elections for the 
Israel Knesset the campaign fund 
raised in this country amounted 
to $30,000 in cash and $8,000 in 
pledges—enough to pay some- 
body’s salary and expenses and 
thus create a vested interest, but 
not enough to affect the Knesset 
elections. ‘ 

If the ZOA member happens 
to belong to the minority that 
disagrees with the ZOA policy, 
he may tell somebody to go fly 
a kite. 


WHAT IS THE difference be- 
tween the average member of 
the ZOA and the average mem- 
ber of the LZOA (Labor Zion- 
ist)? The latter takes more pride 
in Ben-Gurion (the ZOA also 
does, but not so intimately) and 
officially thinks Mapai can do 
no wrong. Unofficially, he may 
be as full of gripes as a ZOA 


member, especially if he is a 
tourist-investor. 
One of his special gripes is 


that Mapai in Israel think they 
can get along pretty well with- 
out him and that the younger 
Mapai men who come here on of- 
ficial business do not even try 
to fool him that they have much 
respect for him.

majority. So who will remain? 

AS TO Point (b), it is this 
way: Ben-Gurion is not likely 
to foung a _  Reconstructionist 
foundation in Sde Boker. Some 
leaders of Hadassah belong to 
the Society of Advancement for 
Judaism anyway and those that 
won’t join the Reconstructionist 
movement cannot be coerced into 
it by .a resolution, After all, a 
definition of Zionism which 
doesn’t fit B-G., Emanuel Neu. 
mann and Ben Halpern is a def- 
inition of something else, not of 
Zionism. So how do you make 
it work. 

According to Nahum Gold- 
mann, the solution lies in the 
Zionists getting a large enough 
budget from the UJA to open 
day schools. Well, suppose you 
get the budget, how many of the 
300,000 members of Hadassah 
are ready to send their children 
to day schools? 

ACCORDING to the defini- 
tion of Midstream, Zionism 
means the questioning of the 
Jewish status quo. Which status 
quo? The two basic facts in the 
Jewish reality today are that 
Israel exists ang American Jews 
are anxious to insure its exist- 
ence. That is a status quo which 
Baruch Zuckerman accepts and, 
lehavdil, William Zukerman re: 
jects, Is William Zukerman the 
Zionist? 

So we see, that at the high 
est intellectual levels of organ: 
ized Zionism there is still confu- 
sion and groping and a refusal 
to deal with harg realities. 

The Zionist Congress recently 
held in Jerusalem has done noth- 
ing to improve the situation.

She 
noted that many Jews came to 
China and settled in Shanghai, 
fleeing from Hitler's persecu- 
tion.

For at least two years or 90 
we have been trying to get a 
peep at the first preliminary 
reports on the gigantic survey 
of Jewish education being under- 
taken by Dr. Oscar Janowsky, 
who made a similar survey of 
the Jewish content of Jewish 
Community Centers a few years 
back, 

We began hearing things about 
the findings of the survey 
through our news bureau in New 
York as Dr. Janowsky made 
preliminary reports to various 
zroups. We were told that the 
report of the Cleveland survey 
was in the nature of a bomb- 
shell but still we weren’t able 
to get anyone to talk 

Finally, I ran into Libby Bra- 
verman, who is an educator in 
her own right, and she promised 
to have a copy of the Cleveland 
survey mailed to me. True to 
her word, I received the survey 
perhaps five or six weeks ago. 
About the same time I received 
a copy of a talk which Dr. Ja- 
nowsky had made about his sur- 
vey, and the two seemeg to me 
to be part of the same news 
story, which I hoped to write. 

BUT THE days stretched into 
weeks. and we still haven’t had 
3 chance to read the survey. 
Then this past week, Dr. Sam- 
uel Margoshes, the columnist 
tor The Day-Journal, printed a 
short paper which Dr. Janowsky 
had read, and that robbed me of 
a scoop, so that, following jour- 
nalistic precepts, I now have to 
give credit to Dr. Margoshes, 
which I’m happy to do, for re- 
printing something from his col- 
umn which has been on my 
lesk for weeks. 

The pertinent paragraphs from 
Dr. Janowsky’s report are quite 
revolutionary, if we consider it 
in the light of its destruction 
of previously held beliefs about 





the failure of most Jewish 
edueation. 

Dr. Janowsky said: 

“vou no doubt hold to the 
stereotype of Jewish education 
in America—that vast numbers 
of children receive no Jewish 


education; that children are hos- 
tile to the Jewish school; that 
the parents had no Jewish edu- 
cation and are disinterested; 
that community leaders are un- 
concerned and unfriendly. 

All this is untrue, We have 
found that 80 per cent and more 
of their children receive some 
Jewish schooling, and_ three. 
fourths of them like the Hebrew 
school. The vast majority of the 
parents, too, attendeg some Jew- 
ish school, and the parents are 
coneerned that their children re- 


ceive Jewish education, They 
hope for a better Jewish educa- 
tion than they received. They 
like the Jewish schools and 
teachers, the subjects 

“The communal leaders, too, 


uve eager to extend ang improve 
Jewish education. When we make 
recommendations,. they. -approve 
ind find the necessary funds. 
“The children come to the 
schools, but the schools fail to 
them, They siay only a 
short time, and learn little that 
is relevant to their lives.

WILL THE STATE DEPARTMENT ACT? 


The evident confusion of Mr. Eisen- 
hower when he was asked the question 
about Saudi Arabia’s barring of United 
States Jews even if in the armed and 
diplomatic service is evidence enough 
that Mr. Dulles and Maxwell Rabb, the 
President’s advisor on minority matters, 
have not thought it necessary to inform 
him about the feelings of United States 
Jews in this matter. 

The National Jewish Post was among 
the first to call on the government to 
rectify this intolerable situation which 
permitted foreign governments to dis- 
criminate against United States citizens. 

This was followed by the American 
Jewish Congress, and, of course, by other 
United States Jewish organizations. 

Why Mr. Dulles deemed this matter 
of such inconsequence that he did not 
call Mr. Eisenhower's attention to it is 
his business, but it is the business of 
United States Jews who, thus being dis- 
criminated against, got no hearing from 
the responsible department of their own 
government, to ask why. 

The latest organization to criticize 
the United States State Department for 
implicit acquiescence in the discrimina- 
tion was the American Jewish Commit- 
tee. This important United States Jew- 
ish agency also got the same treatment 
from Mr. Dulles, as President Eisen- 
hower’s answer to the question at his 
press conference clearly shows. 

In our issue of Aug. 19, 1955, The 
POST wrote: 

We believe the acceptance by the 
United States government and by the 
United States Jewish community, 
too, of the bar by the Arab nations 
against United States Jewish travel- 
ers is not being taken with the se- 
riousness that it deserves. 

The ban has- been extended to 
the armed forces, and this is so 


ORTHODOXY’S 


The solution that seems to have been 
worked out in Israel in connection with 
the observance of the Sabbath is the one 
that has evolved in the United States. 
This solution is that anything regarding 
the community officially shall follow the 
precepts of Jewish law, while individ- 
ually the Jew may do as he wishes. 

As a result of this compromise in the 
United States, public Jewish dinners are 
strictly kosher, even though the people 
who arranged for the kosher banquet 
never eat kosher except at the time of 
these banquets. 

In Israel, the decision in the Haifa 
Industrial Exhibition case followed this 
pattern. Since the Haifa municipality 
was concerned, this then was a public 
affair in the same sense as are the din- 
ners of a Jewish federation in the United 
States or a United States Jewish con- 
vention. 

These compromises take time to work 
themselves out, and, of course, they favor 
the Orthodox position, for it means an 
advance for their viewpoint, even though 
it does not grant them the total observ- 
ance that they wish. 

In Tel Aviv and Jerusalem such a 
compromise had already been effected, 
although this raison d’etre may not have 
been articulated. But in Haifa, where 
the buses still run on Saturday, Mayor 
Abba Hushi, strong individualist that he 
is, had been able to maintain the posi- 
tion that to stop buses on Saturday was 
to penalize Jews who were not observant. 

This is true, and in_a perfect society, 
no one would be deprived of any right. 
But unfortunately we are living in a 
human society, and as such we live in a 
series of compromises. 

Just what the long-range determina- 
tion of the problem will be, no one can 
predict. It involves not alone riding on 
the Sabbath, or the opening of exhibi- 
tions on the Sabbath, but any kind of 
traffic on the Sabbath, and such sports 
as swimming, etc., which draw thousands 
to the beaches and pools on the Sabbath. 


flagrant that the wonder is that the 

Jews of the United States have not 

risen up in protest. 

This is really an outrageous 
situation. 

Senator Lehman’s reply to the 
armed forces for yielding the Arab 
ban should not be allowed to die for 
lack of being followed up. 

The responsible Jewish organiza- 
tions should take up the matter and 
let the State Department know that 
United States Jews will travel 
wherever any United States person 
is permitted to go, and that no for- 
eign government can, with impunity, 
single out United States Jews for 
different treatment than any other 
United States citizens. 

We recognize,- of course, the 
origin of the ban. But what hap- 
pens between Israel and the Arab 
nations cannot be allowed to affect 
the rights and privileges of citizen- 
ship of United States Jews. 

We don’t know what it takes to make 
Mr. Dulles understand that this is not 
an embarrassing situation which is bet- 
ter off left ignored. If United States 
Jews do not carry -this matter to the 
limits, then a serious infringement in 
the rights of United States Jews, and for 
that matter any group of Americans, 
will have been recorded as a precedent 
for the future. 

We suggest that Mr. Dulles brief the 
President. That having been done, we 
feel that this business will be ended 
promptly. We are not recommending 
the calling for a volunteer regiment of 
Jews now in the armed service for duty 
at the United States base in Saudi Arabia, 
but in another day and under another 
State Department this kind of forth- 
right action would have solved the mat- 
ter once and for all. 


LAST HOPE IS ISRAEL 


The Orthodox rabbinate understands 
the nature of the problem. We have 
said before that a solution, no doubt 
along the lines of a compromise, will be 
worked out quicker in Israel than else- 
where. 

In the diaspora, such is the indiffer- 
ence to Jewish discipline, that the Ortho- 
dox rabbi loses out whichever path he 
chooses. If he is adamant about obey- 
ing the particulars of Jewish law, he 
loses his congregants and most often his 
pulpit, too. If he tries to compromise, 
he is soon engulfed and almost nothing 
is left of observance. 

The wise United States Orthodox 
rabbi therefore exercises patience, and 
seeks slowly to rebuild in his congre- 
gants a sense of the need for discipline, 
and discerning the change in the Jewish 
community as a whole, is enheartened 
by signs of a willingness to accept the 
yoke of Judaism. 

In Israel, however, there is a direct 
confrontation between Orthodoxy and 
the need for living as a Jew in modern 
society. The environment is such as to 
foster Jewish belief and compromise in 
such an environment is one thing, while 
compromise in the United States is like 
trying to stem an angry flood. 

In other words, Orthodox Judaism, 
if it hopes to survive as the dominant 
kind of Judaism, has its last opportunity 
in Israel. Wise, intelligent direction by 
the Orthodox rabbinate will cause to 
evolve in Israel the kind of Judaism 
which can be practiced without sacrific- 
ing intelligence, while at the same time 
holding fast to all the eternal verities 
of Judaism. 

The cause of Orthodoxy as the domi- 
nant belief outside of Israel is more or 
less lost, and the only hope in the dias- 
pora is for the influence of Orthodoxy 
on Conservatism and Reform, which in- 
cidentally is not inconsiderable. What- 
ever kind of Orthodoxy survives in the 
diaspora will not be the Orthodoxy that 
was known and, as is still considered 
ideal, that flourished in Europe. 





relateg facts. One is that from 
a horizontal standpoint Jewish 
education is practically universal 
in the United States Jewish com- 
munity. The other is that from 
a depth or vertical standpoint, 
Jewish education is tragically in- 
adequate. 

But at least one step forward 


had been made, Today practical- 
ly every Jewish child gets a 
Jewish education. How valuable 
or how serviceable is the Jewish 
education that the child gets is 
something: else again. But still 
matters could be -worse.

The Ascetic Tradition 
in Judaism

The discovery of the Manual 
of Discipline in Khirbat Qumram 
has awakened interest in all see. 
tarian groups that were some. 
how bypassed by the mainstream 
of Judaism. Such a group was 
that of the Nazirites who are 
described in the sedra of this 
week, They were persons who 
took upon themselves the sol- 
emn oath not to let a razor 
come upon their hair, or strong 
drink upon their lips; nor to 
touch the dead. — 

These were oaths taken by 
people who had come through 
some great danger or crisis, or 
who were burdened by some 
great guilt. The normal outlets 
of prayer, sacrifice, confession 
and atonement were not suf. 
ficient for them, 

THEY UNDERTOOK a more 
severe discipline in the convic- 
tion that the renunciation of the 
flesh was a way of strengthen. 
ing the spirit. Scholars believe 
that the Rechabites were an even 
earlier monastic order of this 
kind. 

From the brief descriptions of 
Philo and Josephus, the Essenes 
were also an ascetic order. If 
the Judaen Covenanters (the 
Yachad) of the Dead“Sea Scrolls 
were Essenes, as many scholars 
now think, there can be no doubt 
that asceticism was an essential 
part of their discipline. 

The fact that the sect lived in 
the wilderness, far away from 
the cities and the rich farm land, 
the fact that they delivereg their 
personal wealth into the keeping 
of the supervisors, and that they 
were to give themselves to con- 
stant meditation in order that 
the mysterious knowledge of God 
might illumine them and make 
them ready for the teacher of 
righteousness—all point in this 
direction. 

THE MANUAL reveals that 
the Covenanters made a sharp 
distinction between body and 
spirit, between good and evil, 
between God ang Beliel—a kind 
of dualism that is almost inevit- 
able with those who eschew the 
body and despise matter. 

The Thanksgiving Psalms 
Qumram convey the feeling that 
the flesh is ugly, that man is a 
worm, a cut-off piece of clay— 
a mood found among the Gnos- 
tics, the Zoroastrians, in Pauline 
Christianity, and the subliminal 
explorations of Sigmund Freud. 

We must feel all the more 
grateful to the Pharisees, the 
guiders and moulders of norma- 
tive Judaism, that they sloughed 
off these ascetic and _ escapist 
elements. 

THEY SAW in them potential 
heretics, not merely because they 
denigrated God’s creatures, but 
because they threatened God's 
unity. It is indeed superficially 
easier to explain evil in a dual- 
istic system where qifferent 504s 
exercise sovereignty over Good 
and Evil. 

It is not difficult to persuade 
sensitive and oppressed people 
to disavow a worlg which rejects 
their every hope. Paul, taking 4 
page from the Essenes and other 
Levantic monastic’ groups, 
showed how easy it was to get 
people to leap over the barriers 
of a world they never made, to 
one free of all earthly limita 
tions, 

BUT THE keepers of Torali 
said “no” to this sect and “no” 
to that anq held resolutely to 
their faith that evil was wut 
formed or misplaced good and 
that God had given man the free- 
dom of will ang the power of 
mind to transmute one into the 
other.

I was pleasantly surprised and 
happy to hear from you. I ap- 
preciate your personal interest 
in taking time out from your 
busy schedule in the nation’s 
capitol. Our warm. and close as- 
sociation at Fort Leonard Wood 
during World War II and our 
surprise meeting in Tel Aviv 
after the War are delightful 
reminiscences. 

By this time your attitude 
must have been modified by the 
events in the Near East, even 
as Anthony Eden’s views have 
changed since his visit. His ob- 
ject then was to render Israel 
into another “Czechoslovakia.” 
Meanwhile, the dismissal of Gen. 
Glubb has forced British leaders 
to face reality and to reassess 
their policy in the Middle East. 
After some 40 years they realize 
the bankruptcy of their Arab 
appeasement policy. 

I hope they understand how 
Western powers have _ been 
played off against each other 
with oil as bait, each hoping to 
gain the hegemony in the Near 


East: Thus, England pushed 
France out of Syria, and re- 
cently has herself been pres- 
sured out of Suez by the State 
Department. Now we are being 
played off against Russia. 

Arab rulers feign to be naive, 
but have proven quite shrewd. 
Israel is being used as a scape- 
goat in this game, because it is 
in an oasis of democracy in a 
desert of feudalism. If Israel 
had enough arms to defend her- 
self, Arab aggression would be 
deterred. But now with Soviet- 
bloc arms added to Western 
arms, the Arabs are bent upon 
a second round. This would spell 
disaster for the free world, be- 
cause Russia would sweep 
through the Near East into 
North Africa. World War II 
would then be too costly. The 
Zionist attitude is that foresight 
is better than hindsight. ... 

Our views differ in that I like 
to differentiate between symptom 
and cause: Israel is but the 
symptom; the real cause is the 
instability of the Arab govern- 
ments, due to the plight of the 
falaheen whose feudal masters 
wallow in luxury. To divert the 
resentment, the rulers must in- 
cite them against an imaginary 
enemy, Israel. 

Historically, this form of scape- 
goat kas been a_ sociological 
law. Hammarskjold’s mission 
can only postpone the inevitable. 
If they do not yield to mob pres- 
sure for war with Israel, their 
feudal - military dictatorships 
will again be overthrown. 


This crux of the situation is 
definitely not a Zionist problem, 
but one of survival of democ- 
racy, American democracy. To 
suppress it during our national 
election, is an ostrich method of 
covering up the impending loss 
of the Middle East and Africa 
to communism so as to secure 
political immunity frem critic- 
ism for such a loss. 

The alibi of 3% per cent of 
the voters to pressure the other 
96% per cent, is too fantastic. 
The so-called Jewish vote has 
been exploded in the Look maga- 
zine of Nov. 29, 1955; and the 
so-called Zionist pressure is also 
exploded in Truman’s memoirs 
in the New York Times of Jan. 
31, as well as by the ineffective- 
ness of my appeals to President 
Eisenhower and to Secretary 
Dulles, of which I sent you a 
carbon copy. 

I am sure that more Zionists 
must have sent similar appeals, 
and to no avail. 

The establishment of Israel 
was as inevitable as that of 
India and Pakistan, or of our 
own 13 Colonies’ independence, 
by self - determination. (No 
country is established by others, 
except Trans-Jordan which was 
artificially created at England’s 
convenience and funds.) The 
United Nations gave Israel the 
green light, and the United States 
gave it recognition. Vast spaces 
existed in Australia, Canada, 
Alaska, etc., but none were avail- 
able for settlement of refugees; 
only a token trickled in to join 


relatives. Wishful thinking and 
idle talk abounded among mis- 
informed Jews. But this is be- 
side the point. 

The so-called Arab “refugees” 
is not the real issue either, al- 
though it is being exploited 
politically. They are not refu- 
gees by our definition, people 
driven from their homes. On 
the contrary, they left voluntar- 
ily at the command of their own 
leaders,. including the former 
Grand Mufti Haj Amin Al Hus- 
seini and the Arab commander 
Fawzi al Kaukji, who threatened 
with reprisals any who refused 
to leave. The reason given by 
the Arab high executive was that 
upon the withdrawal of the Brit- 
ish, the combined Arab armies 
would drive the Jews into the 
sea and then return triumphant- 
ly. The Jewish _ authorities 
begged them to stay and offered 
them protection and security. 

This was reported in the Lon- 
don Economist of Oct. 2, 1948. 
I am sure you can find similar 
data in the N. Y. Times of the 
same period. The Governor of 
Maryland obtained the same in- 
formation from eye-witnesses, I, 
too, have met an official eye- 
witness who had participated in 
the battle of Haifa. About seven 
years ago I suggested to an Is- 
raeli official initial payments for 
abandoned properties and the 
balance when peace is. estab- 
lished. He was anxious to pro-

LAWS ARE 


UNABLE TO BE EXPLAINED 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 


As a subseriber of your pub- 


lication who very much appreci- 
ates its impartial policy, I still 
must agree with some of your 
critics that—at least as far as 
some of your columnists are 
concerned — there is a eertain 
lack of respect for tradition. 
Sometimes it is in the manner 
of presentation, combined with 
lack of sufficiently deep under- 
standing, which leads to an “in- 
formal chat” about matters which 
have long been the deepest con- 
cern of biblical research and re- 
jigious philosophy. 

It is, of course, a fact that the 
Peniateuch contains 
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which are not understood (Chuk- 
kim) and even those whose de- 
rivation has been explained out 
of the ritual—and there is no 
dearth of commentators — can 
hardly be taken individually out 
of the whole complex. 

THUS HELEN COHEN (April 
27) “chats” about Leviticus 12, 
which deals with the fact 
that after the birth of a son a 
woman is considered “unclean” 
(ritually unclean, that is) for 
only seven, plus 33 days, while 
after the birth of a daughter, 
twice that length of time is re- 
quired. 

To conclude from this that the 
law constitutes a prejudice in 
favor of the male sex which is 
inappropriate in our _ present 
time of female emancipation is 
—pardon me—rather naive. 

Perhaps Helen Cohen could 
explain why the wearing of any 
garments of mixed plant and 
animal fibers is prohibited. Or 
does she know why, at the time 
of the covenant with Abraham, 
certain animals had to be divided 
—a 3-year-old cow, a 3-year-old 
goat, a 3-year-old ram—and fire 
had to pass threugh this “cov- 
enant between the pieces.” 

Does she know why Job, in 
explanation of the_ injustice 
visited upon him and the entire 
world, was told: “Knowest thou 
the time when the wild goats of 
the rock bring forth? Or canst 
thou mark when the hinds do 
calve?” Does not this seem to 
indicate that biologic - cosmic 
connections: exist, the meaning 
of which is obscure? 

EVEN MORE clearly is this 
set forth in the last sentence of 
the “Proverbs of the Fathers, 
Chapter 3—Pirke Abot) which 
explains that the regulations 
gevefhing the sacrifices of birds 
as well as the laws concerning 
the menstruation of women are 
of a significance so profound 


that the teachings of astronomy 
and geometry can be considered 


as no more than outlines of 
knowledge. 
The fact that neither taber- 


nacles nor sanctuaries exist to- 
day which cannot be visited by 
women—as mentioned above— 
and that the same law is also 
found with other ancient peo- 
ples, does not render the mat- 
ter any less serious. On the 
contrary. Just as the laws of 
nature apply to all humans and 
other living beings, cosmic—or 
rather metaphysical laws are 
valid throughout the world, and 
according to the Torah, the 
sanctuary was precisely that: 
“The Meeting Place of Two 
Worlds,” as expounded in the 
Zohar and the “Philosophy of 
Hebraism.” (School of Thought: 
Founder Oskar Goldberg.) 
Many laws which, according 
to this, man had to obey are— 
as expressly pointed out — the 
Will of God, i.e. God needed 
their existence for direct man- 
ifestations, which lack of these 
laws would have _ interfered 
with. From a _ purely human 
point of view, they might seem 
unnecessary. That is the reason 
for the almost total lack of any 
explanation regarding the laws 
covering sacrifices, diet and sex 


according to any past or cur- 
rent status of science. 
THE SAME criticism holds 


good for Rabbi Weinstein who 
(April 20) treats such _ world- 
wide problems as “sin” and 
“animal sacrifice’ in a rather 
high-handed manner. The Rabbi 
ought to know that, according 
to the Pentateuch, the concept 
of “sin” cannot be treated theolo- 
of “sin” cannot be treated theo- 
logically, as the term applies 
also to animals, houses and in- 
animate objects. 

That some of the _ prophets 
were opposed to animal sacrifice 
is a one-sided, in most cases a 
so-called “enlightened” opinion 
of those who see a progressive 
trend everywhere. . 

A GLIMPSE into any encyclo- 
pedia should convince your 
columnist that this is not true. 
This is not the place to go into 
details. Many are even in favor 
of re-institution, and to this day 
the Jew prays three times daily

Or what 
does Rabbi Weinstein think 
when his congregation rises after 
the reading of the Torah, and 
shouts: “Moses received it from 
the Mouth of God!” 

POSSIBLY Rabbi Weinstein 
and his congregation-—-if he has 
a congregation has abolished 
the above - mentioned ancient 
prayers and opinions. In that 
case, the editors should explain 
that his writings represent the 
private opinion of one Reform 
Rabbi, rather than the opinion 
of Jewry in general. 

Our time is- full of personal 
antagonisms. There is no need 
to deepen the chasm between 


the factions. Or are your 
columnists at a loss what to 
write about?

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Recent Emigration 
From Israel Poses 
Problem for Nation

HAIFA (NJP)—What are the reasons for

What is the impact of this emigration wave upon Israel life? 
These two questions are now foremost in the minds of serious 
thinking Israelis, and in the long run can be just as important to 


[srael’s struggle for survival as 
the questions of war or peace 
with the Arabs. 

There is no use denying the 
fact that more people are leaving 
Israe! now than at any time since 
Jews settied here about a hun- 
dred years ago. In the first four 
months of 1956, some 20,000 
new immigrants entered Israel, 
nearly all of them from North 
Africa, but, during the same pe- 
riod, more than 21,000 Israelis, 
many of them of middle-class 
European background, left this 
country, at least 6,000 of them 
for good. 

NATURALLY, such an ex- 
change of emigration for immi- 
gration is not seriously reflected 
jn the country’s population sta- 
tistics tables since Israel’s popu- 
lation increases steadily, because 
although emigration is substan- 
tial, the birth rate in Israel 
more than makes up for it. Num- 
bers, however, don’t tell every- 
thing for the people who leave 
Israel are for the most part, 
trained professionals, tradesmen 
and businessmen, while those 
who arrive are North Africans, 
many of whom still eat on the 
floor with their fingers. 
in the first four months of 
1956, only some 6, regis- 
tered as emigrants and openly 
declared that they were leaving 
the country for good 

The rest left on tourist, stu- 
dent, visitor and other visas, but 
just how many of them are 
really expected back is anybody’s 
guess. 


ON PAPER, leaving Israel now- 
adays is almost impossible. All 
men and women of military age 
(17-49 for men and 17-29 for 
women) must have the Defense 
Ministry’s permission to leave 
the country and this permission 
is usually denied. They must 
have clean income tax records 
and must prove that they have 

id all their debts to the Jew- 
sh Agency and other organs of 
the administration: they must 
have a valid passport, exit per- 


mit, entrance visa, police OK 
certificate, and must have no 
money, 


It is forbidden to take more 
than ten dollars per person ut 
of the country. On paper, the 
figure of 21,000 Israelis who left 
in spite of this, is a riddle, for 
most of them are men and wom- 
en of the forbidden military age, 
and most of them do not look 
worried about the fact that 
they'll have to live for years on 
only $10. 


THE MAIN REASON is the 
war scare. If we had a real big 
war 6m, people would not be so 
afraid. Once there was a war, 
people would stay here and fight. 

But the present war scare 
situation is worse than a war. 
Every week, your hopes get an 
uplift and the papers start fore- 


casting peace. One week passes |° 


without incidents on the border 
and the people start believing 
that maybe there won't be war 
after all. Everything looks 
normal, until one day you have 
another of those border battles, 
a couple of planes’ shot ‘down, a 
few buses bombed, some children 
killed. You have emergencies and 


alerts and war taxes, but you 
have no real war. After a week 
everything gets back to normal 
again and then there we_ go 
again. 

It’s been like that for the past 
nine months,. and people can’t 
stand the strain. 

ANOTHER REASON is the 
taxes. No other couniry in the 
world has so many and so heavy 
taxes as Israel. An average busi 
nessman, and not only a_ busi- 
nessman, has to pay more than 
fifty different direct and indirect 
taxes from income tax to munici- 
pal tax, to property tax, and so 
on 

Do not think that all those who 
leave Israel now are traitors, 
cowards or renegades. Some of 
them cannot stand the strain 
which has been building up over 
the years; some of them cannot 
stand the taxes: and most of 














them cannot stand both. If war 
broke out tomorrow, they’d fight 
the Arabs, but as it is, with 
neither war nor peace, they can 
not fight both their fears and 
their tax collectors. They say 
they want to live and not have to 
struggle for existence, and it’s 
difficult to blame them for it.
